LOS ANGELES, April 27.—A long-
distance telephone message to this city
from a correspondent of the Associated
Pre<s at Salinas, 120 miles south of San
Franciseo, at 10:30 o'clock this morning,
states that two more heavy earthquakes
shocks were felt there last night. one
at 8 o'vlock, another at 0:15 and a third
at 2 o'elock this morning,
